"That  the  Members  of  the  Board  of  Management  of  the  Toronto  Hospital  for 
Incurables  place  on  record  the  deep  sense  of  the  loss  which  they  have  experienced 
through  the  death  of  their  colleague,  Lt. -Colonel  Xocl  Marshall,  who  so  lately 
entered  into  his  rest. 

As  a  Member  of  the  Board  and  afterwards  as  Vice-President,  and  of  late  as 
President,  he  ever  brought  to  its  counsels  the  benefit  of  a  ripe  judgement,  and,  in 
furtherance  of  the  best  interests  of  the  Hospital,  an  influence  with  the  general  public 
as  well  as  with  the  Civic  and  Provincial  authorities,  which  has  done  much  to  pro- 
mote the  high  standard  of  excellence  to  which  the  Hospital  has  attained. 

Of  his  personal  character,  none  are  more  capable  to  speak  than  those  so  closely 
associated  with  him  in  the  management  of  this  Hospital.  His  one  thought  was 
always  for  the  benefit  of  the  patients,  evidencing  a  character  of  unselfishness  which 
marked  his  whole  life  in  his  thouglit fulness  for  others.

FIFTY-THIRD  ANNUAL  MEETING 

OF  THE 

TORONTO  HOSPITAL 
FOR  INCURABLES 


The  Fifty-Third  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Toronto  Hospital  for  Incurables  was 
held  at  the  Hospital  on  Wednesday  afternoon,  October  26th,  1927,  at  three  o'clock. 

The  Meeting  was  opened  with  Devotional  Exercises,  conducted  by  the  Rev. 
Basil  Thompson. 

The  chair  was  occupied  by  the  President,  Mr.  John  Firstbrook,  and  with  him 
on  the  platform  were  the  Hon.  Dr.  Monteith,  Provincial  Treasurer;  His  \Yorship, 
Mayor  Foster,  Mr.  W.  A.  Baird,  M.P.P.,  and  Dr.  Edmund  E.  King. 

Reports  were  presented  by  Dr.  Edmund  E.  King,  Chairman  of  the  Medical 
Board;  Miss  Esther  M.  Cook,  vSuperintendent,  and  Miss  Ida  Zella  Groat,  Secretary- 
Treasurer. 

A  Resolution  was  moved  by  Mr.  Firstbrook,  seconded  b\-  Mr.  Baird,  and 
carried  unanimously,  that  the  Reports  as  presented  be  adopted  and  printed  for 
distribution  among  the  subscribers  to  the  work  of  the  Hospital. 

A  Resolution  was  moved  by  Dr.  King,  seconded  by  Mr.  W.  G.  Kent,  nammg 
the  Board  of  Management  for  the  ensuing  year,  which  was  carried  unanimously. 

Addresses  were  made  by  Hon.  Dr.  Monteith  and  His  Worshij).  Mayor  Foster. 

After  singing  the  National  Anthem,  a  reception  was  held  by  Miss  Mortimer 
Clark,  Mrs.  Ambrose  Kent,  Lady  Directresses;  and  Miss  Cook,  Superintendent, 
in  the  Lady  Mortimer  Clark  Residence  for  Nurses,  where  refreshments  were  served. 


REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  BOARD

October  26,  1927 

It  is  my  privilege  to  again  present  for  j-our  consideration  the  report  of  the  Med- 
ical activities  of  the  Hospital  for  Incurables. 

The  3'ear  just  past  has  been  one  of  great  sorrow,  the  Board  having  lost  four 
very  active  and  outstanding  members.  Lt.-Col.  Noel  Marshall,  who  presided  at 
our  meeting  last  year,  was  taken  by  death  within  about  two  months,  and  Mr.  John 
Macdonald,  who  also  took  active  part  in  last  year's  meeting,  died  suddenly.  The 
Medical  Board  has  been  stricken  in  the  deaths  of  Dr.  Gideon  Silverthorn,  who  was 
at  one  time  an  interne  in  this  Hospital  and  afterwards  a  very  highly  respected 
member  of  the  staff;  and  Dr.  Alexander  Davidson,  who  for  many  years  was  an 
ardent  worker  in  the  interests  of  the  patients  and  also  for  a  number  of  years  one 
of  the  Examining  Board  of  the  nurses  in  training. 

We  have  during  the  year  admitted  sixty  patients,  and  forty-four  have  died. 
It  seems  rather  peculiar  that  we  admitted  twelve  new  cancer  cases  and  lost  by 
death  twelve.  Eleven  died  of  Hemiplegia  (one  sided  paralysis)  and  we  have  ad- 
mitted ten.  There  w^ere  four  admitted  with  Paralysis  Agitans  and  four  died.  It 
is  peculiar  how  these  cases  appear  to  equalize  themselves. 

It  has  been  impossible  to  admit  all  for  whom  application  has  been  made.  There 
is  a  great  scarcity  of  beds,  and  we  have  at  the  present  time  about  forty  on  our 
waiting  list.  An  alteration  is  going  on  in  the  building  that  has  been  used  recently 
as  a  Nurses'  Residence,  but  while  this  change  is  going  on  it  reduces  our  bed  capacity 
by  twelve  beds.  This  building  should  soon  be  complete,  but  even  with  the  added 
space  its  completion  will  bring  about,  it  will  hardly  come  up  to  our  great  necessity. 

There  are  many  institutions  who  take  the  aged  and  infirm  but  it  really  is  im- 
possible for  the  Hospital  to  accept  that  class  of  case  when  there  are  so  many  suffer- 
ing from  real  disease.  » 

The  Hospital  for  Incurables  is  an  Institution  that  is  available  to  any  suffering 
from  incurable  diseases  in  the  Province,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  there  are 
in  the  Hospital  thirty-four  from  outside  the  City  of  Toronto. 

We  hope  before  another  year  that  the  buildings  which  are  under  construction 
will  be  complete,  and  thus  allow  us  extra  space.  There  is  one  department  which 
will  require  even  additional  space  and  that  is  the  department  devoted  to  Cancer 
cases.  Whether  there  is  an  increase  in  this  disease  is  an  open  question,  but  there 
is  no  doubt  about  the  matter  that  more  attention  is  paid  to  the  diagnosis  of  sus- 
picious cases,  and  attempts  are  made  to  cure  by  surgery  some  very  extensive  cases. 
When  these  fail  our  institution  is  called  upon  to  care  for  them  for  the  rest  of  their 
lives. 

The  treatment  of  Cancer  is  advancing  and  it  has  been  advancing  slowly  but 
surely  for  a  number  of  years,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  a  prophylaxis  will  be  dis- 
covered as  well  as  a  cure  for  those  who  are  suffering  from  the  malady. 

The  Cancer  area  of  this  Hospital  is  lacking  in  private  and  semi-private  wards, 
and  there  should  also  be  a  sitting  room  provided  for  these  cases.  It  is  necessary 
to  give  them  a  separate  part  of  the  Hospital  because  of  the  amount  of  care  required 
and  other  accompaniments  of  the  disease,  and  sitting  rooms  are  lacking.  We  hope 
the  Board  of  Management  will  see  its  way  clear  in  the  very  near  future  to  provide 
private  wards  and  sitting  rooms  for  this  department. 

During  the  year  the  death  rate  numbered  forty-four,  and  it  will  be  noted 
that  Cancer  is  the  cause  of  the  greatest  number,  nearly  one-third  of  the  total.  The 
different  diseases  are  enumerated  which  share  the  great  diversity  of  diseases  that 
produce  different  maladies.  The  admissions  to  the  Hospital  have  numbered  fifty- 
eight  of  which  Cancer  represented  a  little  over  one-fifth,  or  twenty  ])ercenfum,  and

they  are  enumerated.  A  large  nunilur  of  these  cases  are  ncH  suffering  pain  hut 
are  all  incapable  of  earning  a  living  as  a  consequence  of  the  disease  with  which  thev 
arc  afPictcd. 

The  Hospital  directory  shows  on  September  30th.  192G.  two  hundred  and  fifteen 
patients  in  the  Hospital,  and  at  the  close  of  the  year  two  hundred  and  twenty-three.

The  Hospital  is  popular  not  only  in  Toronto  but  throughout  the  Province,  but. 
as  we  receive  Provincial  aid,  it  is  only  right  that  the  place  should  be  appreciated 
by  all,  and  aid  given  to  any  in  the  Province  that  might  require  it.  About  30  patients 
are  from  the  Province. 

A  somewhat  serious  condition  arises,  where  ajjplications  have  been  made  for 
patients  who  are  being  eliminated  from  the  Ontario  Hospitals.  We  have  not  room 
for  them  at  the  present  time,  and  even  if  we  had  room  a  very  grave  question  arises, 
that  many  of  them  are  hazardous.  A  person  who  has  suffered  from  mental  disease 
is  one  who  is  prohibited  by  our  rules  and  regulations.  We  never  can  tell  what 
risk  and  danger  the  rest  of  our  patients  are  running  if  at  any  time  a  ]mtient  should 
suddenly  revert  to  a  mental  hazard.  If  the  Government  wishes  to  eliminate  a 
great  number  who  have  improved  mentally,  and  are  now  suffering  from  some  other 
disease,  they  might  erect  on  our  grounds  a  building  to  receive  them  and  by  a  liberal 
allowance  for  nurses  they  could  be  taken  care  of  quite  readily,  but  to  mix  them 
with  the  general  patient  is,  in  my  opinion,  attended  by  a  grave  element  of  risk. 

A  great  number  of  cases  whose  a])plications  have  to  be  set  aside  are  persons 
suffering  simply  from  senile  changes.  Inability  to  look  aFter  themselves  entirely 
because  of  joint  rheumatic  conditions,  chronic  bronchitis,  defective  vision,  etc., 
they  are  able  to  attend  to  themselves  so  far  as  dres.sing  and  feeding  and  going  about, 
and'  do  not  require  medical  attention,  simply  a  home.  Xow  the  new  Act  pnividcs 
that  children  must  take  care  of  their  parents  in  this  condition.  While  it  may  be 
inconvenient  at  times,  it  should  not  be.  If  we  reverse  the  situation  and  look  back- 
wards, we  will  see  how  these  parents  have  had  to  suffer,  even  privation  in  many 
cases,  and  considerable  inconvenience  in  many  ways,  while  their  children  were 
being  brought  up,  and  it  should  give  us  much  thought  before  we  attempt  to  jjass 
them  over  to  any  Institution  in  their  declining  years.  When  the  children  are 
absolutely  unabk\  then  there  are  aged  homes  and  other  places  where  old  people 
can  be  cared  for.  If  the  Hospital  for  Incurables  admitted  tliese  cases  we  would 
be  many  times  worse  off  for  room  than  we  are  to-day,  in  f.u  i  it  would  rrouirc  ;i 
very  large  Institution  to  look  after  that  class  of  case  itself. 
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The  internal  economy  is  under  exceedingly  fine  supervision.  When  an  In- 
stitution such  as  ours  runs  along  smoothly,  without  any  jar  in  the  machinery,  we 
fail  sometimes  to  appreciate  the  true  value.  We  are  most  fortunate  in  the  selection 
of  our  officers  in  the  Hospital. 

The  patients  are  most  admirably  looked  after  by  Dr.  F.  C.  Harrison,  who 
devotes  a  great  deal  of  his  time  to  their  care  and  welfare,  and  who  always  has  them 
under  his  immediate  and  daily  supervision.  Besides  that  we  have  a  large  visiting 
staff  who  visit  the  Hospital  regularly.  In  an  Institution  such  as  ours  it  is  always  in 
order  to  have  complaints,  but  these  are  always  carefully  gone  into  and  corrected. 

The  Medical  Board  would  be  derelict  in  their  duty  if  they  did  not  refer  to  the 
Nursing  Staff.  Miss  Cook,  the  Superintendent,  has  surrounded  herself  with  the 
most  amiable  and  careful  nurses,  and  it  is  to  them  the  patients  look  for  comfort 
and  happiness.  It  is  an  institution  that  requires  unlimited  tact  and  good  nature. 
Xo  matter  how  proficient  a  nurse  may  be  in  her  professional  work  the  patients  here 
demand  that  she  also  be  tactful,  kind,  and  sympathetic,  and  personally  I  can  ascribe 
the  vSuperintendent  and  all  those  with  her  as  completely  filling  these  requirements. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  amiable  and  alert  Secretary-Treasurer, 
Miss  Groat,  who  is  always  so  willing  to  help,  and  has  supplied  me  with  much  in- 
formation and  many  statistics  which  I  have  needed. 

It  would  be  very  wrong  not  to  speak  of  the  Dietitian,  Miss  Coulter,  upon 
whom  so  much  depends.  The  appetites  of  the  patients  must  be  appeased,  and  they 
are  no  doubt  pernickety,  but  they  are  wonderfully  satisfied  with  the  food  given 
and  the  delicate  way  it  is  served. 

The  scrupulous  cleanliness  of  the  Hospital  is  easily  seen,  and  reflects  the 
highest  credit  on  Miss  Bowman,  the  Housekeeper.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 

The  Chairman':  We  will  have  two  more  reports,  and  deal  with  the  three 
together.     Miss  Cook,  our  worthy  Superintendent,  will  now  present  her  report. 

(Miss  Cook  then  presented  the  report.) 
Mr.  President,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, — 

In  coming  before  you  this  afternoon  to  present  the  Fifty-third  Annual  Report 
of  the  Toronto  Hospital  for  Incurables,  I  feel  that  so  much  has  happened  during  the 
year  that  it  will  be  impossible  to  mention  more  than  a  few  of  the  outstanding  events. 
The  Report  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer  deals  with  our  statistics,  so  it  will  not  be 
necessary  for  me  to  include  them. 

The  New  Residence  for  Nurses  was  formally  opened  on  June  22nd  and  the 
work  of  building  adequate  heating  and  laundry  accommodation  was  commenced 
during  the  year.  Since  we  had  no  suitable  dormitories  for  the  male  and  female 
employees,  it  was  decided  to  include  rooms  for  them  in  this  power  plant.  This 
work  is  nearing  completion  and  tlic  employees  will  be  moved  there  as  soon  as  we 
can  get  the  rooms  settled. 

The  new  addition,  linking  uj)  the  Main  Building  and  the  building  vacated  by 
the  nurses,  is  now  under  construction  and  many  minor  changes  have  been  made  in 
the  interior.  The  wards  in  the  Cancer  Wings  are  being  enlarged  and  changed; 
the  morgue  moved  to  the  Cameron  Wing  basement  and  a  larger  dining-room  for 
employees  arranged  taking  in  part  of  the  new  addition  and  part  of  the  basement  in 
the  Main  Building.  In  order  to  make  these  changes,  it  was  necessary  to  dcj  con- 
siderable work  in  the  basement  of  the  Cameron  Wing. 
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The  southern  room  in  the  basenunl,  directly  l)el()\v  the  Men's  Verandah,  is 
to  be  converted  into  a  room  for  Occui)alional  Therapy  ami  we  hope  to  have  this 
soon  in  readiness. 

Our  kitchen  will  need  to  he  enlarged  and  the  reconstruction  of  the  basement 
will  be  about  complete  when  llie  tunnel  ennnecting  the  Power  Plant  an<l  tlii'  Main 
Building  is  finished. 

The  noise  and  confusion  connected  with  building  and  reconstruction  has  been 
trying  to  the  patients,  and,  as  several  of  the  wards  had  to  be  vacated  before  the 
work  of  connecting  the  buildings  could  proceed,  the  patients  occupying  these  wards 
had  to  be  crowded  into  others,  further  taxing  our  already  limited  accommodation. 

While  the  exterior  of  the  buildings  has  been  painted  this  year,  the  corridors 
and  many  of  the  wards  need  painting  also  and  they  look  rather  neglected  in  con- 
sequence. The  wear  and  tear  of  the  wheel  chair  traffic  is  very  hard  on  walls  and 
woodwork  and  this  necessitates  frequent  painting.  However,  just  at  present  we 
are  concentrating  on  the  quickest  way  to  get  additional  space  fit  for  occupancy,  so 
that  we  can  take  care  of  our  lengthy  waiting  list. 

In  the  meantime,  our  family  of  223  patients  have  to  be  cared  for  and  they  have 
been  busy  and  interested  in  many  things  too.  Through  the  kindness  and  generosity 
of  the  Occupational  Therap}^  Society,  they  now  rejoice  in  a  part-time  instructress. 
Miss  Lindsay  spends  Wednesday  and  Friday  mornings  with  them  and  has  en- 
couraged and  helped  those  previously  working  and  has  induced  several  who  ne\-er 
tried  to  work  before  to  become  interested.  Unfortunately,  many  are  unable  to 
work  and  some  of  those  who  now  work  are  gradually  becoming  more  helpless  and 
will  soon  be  incapacitated. 

In  our  daily  contact  with  the  patients,  we  realize  more  fully  their  physical 
handicap  and  know  better  than  anyone  else  what  an  amount  of  courage  it  needs  to 
assume  a  cheerful  outlook  and  to  appear  resigned  when  there  is  little  prospect  of 
even  temporary  relief.  Some  of  them  are  more  interesting  than  others;  some  have 
many  friends,  but  many  are  lonely  for  someone  to  take  a  little  personal  interest  in 
them.  Just  a  visit  once  in  a  while";  a  story;  a  flower;  a  friend.  If  you  do  not  already 
know  them,  come  and  get  acquainted  and  you  will  become  interested.  At  present 
they  are  preparing  for  their  annual  Bazaar  or  Sale  of  Work,  which  will  take  place 
about  the  end  of  November. 

We  are  indebted  to  the  Canadian  National  Exhibition  for  free  admission  of 
patients  and  their  attendants;  to  the  Ontario  Mot(jr  League  for  a  delightful  drive, 
with  tobacco  and  candy  for  the  patients;  to  Mrs.  R.  B.  Hamilton  for  a  Chicken 
Dinner  followed  by  a  concert  for  which  the  programme  was  arranged  by  Mr.  Charles 
Ross  and  Mr.  McCann ;  to  the  Johnny  Jones  Circus  Company  for  a  performance  on  the 
Hospital  grounds;  to  the  City  Dairy  Band  for  a  concert  on  the  occasion  of  the 
patients'  annual  picnic  on  the  grounds;  and  for  concerts  arranged  by  the  Sportsmen's 
Association,  Miss  Murchic,  Salvation  Army,  Miss  Kinnear,  the  Knights  of  Pythias, 
Mr.  Ben  Hokea,  Mr.  McLean,  Westmoreland  Sunday  School,  Cowan  Avenue  Pres- 
byterian Young  People,  Rev.  Mr.  Sunter  and  Young  People  of  the  Church  of  the 
Resurrection  and  to  Mr.  A.  C.  White. 

Before  closing.  I  wish  to  sav  that  a  Report  of  the  Training  School  for  Nurses 
will  be  published  in  our  Annual  Report.  We  are  quite  encouraged  with  the  enroll- 
ment of  probationers  this  Fall,  and,  at  jiresent,  we  have  nine  students  m  the  Senior 
Year,  eighteen  in  the  Second  Year — in  athliation  in  Bellcvue  and  Allied  Hospitals, 
New'Yol-k — and  twenty  in  the  Junior  Class.  We  also  ha\-e  several  graduate  and 
undergraduate  nurses,  who  assist  with  the  supervising  of  wards  as  well  as  the  routme 
work  of  caring  for  the  patients.  It  is  such  a  satisfacti<Mi  for  me  to  know  the  nurses 
are  comfortable  in  their  New  Residence  because  of  their  valuable  contribution  to- 
wards the  work  of  the  Hospital. 

We  take  this  opportunity  of  acknowledging  our  ajjpreciation  of  the  sujiport  of 
the  President  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  ^Lanagement,  the  Medical  Board,  and 
the  willing  services  of  the  clergy  associated  w'ith  the  Hospital. 
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With  building  going  on  outside  and  reconstruction  in  various  places  inside, 
it  is  difficult  to  look  presentable.  However,  we  welcome  our  guests  to-day  and 
ask  them  to  return  when  the  work  is  finished  and  enjoy  with  us  the  many  improve- 
ments being  made.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY-TREASURER 

The  Chairman;-  Miss  Groat,  our  Secretary-Treasurer,  will  now  favor  us  with 
her  report. 

(Miss  Groat  then  presented  the  report.) 
Mr.  President,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, — 

It  is  my  privilege  to  submit  the  Reports  of  the  vSecretary-Treasurer  for  the 
year  which  ended  September  30th,  1927. 

Within  two  months  of  the  last  Annual  Meeting,  the  Board  of  Management 
sustained  a  great  and  unparalleled  loss  in  the  passing  of  the  President,  Lt.-Col. 
Xoel  Marshall,  and  the  First  Vice-President,  Mr.  John  Macdonald,  whose  devotion 
of  man\^  years  to  the  interests  of  the  Hospital  needs  no  word  of  commendation, 
and  in  the  death  of  Dr.  Gideon  Silvcrthorne,  w'lio  had  given  service  as  a  member  of 
the  Medical  Board  for  thirty-three  years.  The  Hospital  suflfered  further  loss 
during  the  year  in  the  passing  of  Mrs.  S.  L.  Fountain,  for  many  years  a  Member 
of  the  Board  of  Management,  and  of  Dr.  Alexander  Davidson,  who  had  been  con- 
nected with  the  Medical  Board  for  forty-six  years. 

On  re-organization  of  the  Board  of  Management,  Mr.  John  Firstbrook  was 
elected  President;  Messrs.  W.  A.  Baird,  M.P.P.,  and  S.  B.  Gund3^  as  Vice-Pres- 
idents; and  Miss  Mortimer  Clark  and  Mrs.  Ambrose  Kent  as  Lady  Directresses. 

Dr.  Edmund  E.  King  and  Dr.  W.  H.  Harris  are  Chairman  and  Secretary 
respectively  of  the  Medical  Board,  which  is  composed  of  8  Consulting  Physicians, 
5  Specialists  and  35  Visiting  Physicians.  Dr.  F.  C.  Harrison,  the  House  Physician, 
is  untiring  in  his  ministrations  to  all  who  need  his  services. 

At  October  1st,  1927,  there  were  94  men  and  121  women  in  the  Hospital.  Dur- 
ing the  year,  there  have  been  60  admissions,  44  deaths  occurred,  and  8  were  removed 
for  various  reasons,  and  the  year  closed  with  223  patients  in  the  institution. 

Owing  to  increasing  demands  for  accommodation  for  patients  and  the  in- 
adequate accommodation  for  nurses  which  necessitated  a  number  living  elsewhere, 
it  was  decided  some  three  years  ago  to  erect  a  new  Residence  and  use  the  old  building 
for  patients.  During  the  ]iast  vear,  this  new  Residence  has  been  completed  and 
furnished  at  a  cost  of  $243,360.95  for  Building  and  $24,094.36  for  furni.shings. 
The  Province  of  Ontario  and  the  City  of  Toronto  generously  contributed  $125,000 
each  towards  this,  and  we  also  received  about  $5,500  in  subscriptions  and  furnishings 
from  friends  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Heating  and  Laundry  equipment  were  inadequate  to  the  enlargement  and 
a  new  building  has  been  erected  which  also  contains  accommodation  for  the  em- 
ployees. While  this  is  not  quite  completed,  the  Heating  Plant  and  Laundry  are 
in  operation.     The  cost  of  this  approximates  $130,000.00. 

Before  the  old  Residence  could  be  used  for  patients,  it  was  found  necessary  to 
erect  a  building — with  an  elevator  therein — to  connect  it  with  the  Main  Building, 
and  it  is  estimated  that  this  will  cost  about  $60,000.  The  work  is  proceeding  and 
we  hope,  when  completed,  w-e  w'ill  be  in  a  position  to  meet  demands  for  accommoda- 
tion for  some  time  to  come.  Our  waiting  list  numbering  about  thirty  and  dating 
back  to  last  April,  is  concrete  evidence  of  the  need  for  enlargement. 

The  Board  of  Management  has  undertaken  all  this  work  with  a  great  faith 
that  the  financial  support  will  be  forthcoming. 
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As  is  customary,  the  pul)lishe(l  Annual  Report  will  eontain  a  <letaile(l  Financial 
Statement  as  prepared  by  our  auditors  an<l  we  will  only  summarize  at  this  lime. 
The  Receipts  for  the  year  totalled  .'§17(),7."):i.4S,  and  included  $:?(»,21tt.2()  from  the 
Province  of  Ontario;  .'§87,94!). 50  from  the  t'ity  of  Toronto,  S.M,7i0.7'J  from  payinjj 
patients  and  subscriptions  of  $4,595.00.  The  Expenditures  amounted  to  §19;j,  172.01 
and  we  close  the  year  with  an  Overdraft  of  $8,360.01. 

A  decrease  in  Receipts  of  about  $5,000  is  resultant  from  the  withdrawal  of  the 
Provincial  authorities  of  the  fifty  cent  per  diem  allowance  on  all  patients  paying 
more  than  $1.50  per  day.  This  is  a  total  loss  as  our  private  and  semi-pri\-ate  rates 
are  necessarily  very  low  because  of  the  length  of  lime  patients  remain  in  the  Hos- 
pital— even  to  twenty-five  years. 

The  Board  of  Management  feels  indebted  to  the  auditors,  Messrs.  Clarkson, 
Gordon  &•  Dilworth,  for  the  interest  shown  by  them  and  their  attention  to  every 
detail.  The  high  standard  of  their  work  is  so  well  known  as  to  need  no  commend- 
ation. 

We  are  further  indebted  to  our  solicitors,  Messrs.  Mortimer  Clark,  Gray,  Baird 
&  Cawthorne,  for  their  consideration  on  the  many  occasions  we  have  needed  their 
advice  and  counsel. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  assistance  we  have  received  in  the  past  and  we  trust 
that  the  future  will  bring  a  continuance  of  the  interest  shown  by  our  friends,  aS 
we  need  in  increased  measure  their  sympathy  and  financial  support.

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ADOPTION  OF  REPORTS 

The  Chairman:  I  am  sure,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  that  you  have  all  been 
greatly  interested  in  these  three  Reports.  I  shall  not  take  very  much  time  at  this 
stage,  but  shall  simply  move  the  adoption  of  the  Reports  that  you  have  heard  read. 

Reference  has  been  made  to  the  Nurses'  Home  which  was  started  some  three 
vears  ago.  Air.  Kent  prepared  the  plan  of  organization  and  finance  to  provide  this 
Home,  but  he  was  called  away  before  the  work  was  completed.  We  miss  him 
very  much,  as  we  do  also  Colonel  Marshall  and  Mr.  John  Macdonald.  Those  three 
gentlemen  were  all  deeply  interested  in  this  work,  and  we  have  gone  on  to  complete 
the  work  for  which  they  laid  the  foundation. 

We  have  taken  on  a  little  more  responsibility,  to  the  extent  of  some  sixty  thou- 
sand dollars,  than  they  had  planned  for,  and  we  hope  that  within  the  next  month 
we  will  be  able  to  open  for  the  use  of  patients  the  building  that  was  formerly  used 
by  the  Nurses.  Of  course,  we  do  not  say  that  even  then  we  will  have  everything 
we  desire,  because  we  have  other  things  in  mind  for  the  future;  but  this  expansion 
will  probably  take  care  of  our  immediate  necessities,  and  will  enable  us  to  take  in 
perhaps  sixty  more  patients  than  we  have  been  able  to  accommodate  heretofore. 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  moving  the  adoption  of  these  reports,  and  will  ask 
our  Vice-President,  Mr.  W.  A.  Baird,  to  second  the  motion. 

MR.  W.  A.  Baird:  Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  I  deem  it  a  great 
honor  to  have  the  privilege  of  seconding  the  motion  for  the  adoption  of  these  three 
most  excellent  Reports.  In  doing  this  I  wish  to  take  the  opportunity  of  expressing 
the  appreciation  not  only  of  myself,  but  that  of  every  member  of  the  Board,  I  be- 
lieve, of  the  very  concise  and  businesslike  reports  of  the  activities  of  the  Hospital 
during  the  past  twelve  months,  which  have  just  been  presented  to  us. 

It  has  been  my  good  fortune  to  have  been  very  well  acquainted  with  at  least 
two  members  of  the  medical  staff  for  a  good  many  years  past.  Dr.  Harris,  the 
Secretary  of  the  staff,  has  been  my  physician  for  a  good  many  years,  and  the  fact 
that  I  am  able  to  be  here  this  afternoon  in  health  and  strength  shows  you  what  a 
good  job  he  can  do  with  only  indifferent  material  to  work  upon.  "(Laughter.) 
Dr.  Harrison,  the  house  physician,  has  been  known  to  me  from  the  days  of  his 
boyhood.  Before  he  entered  the  medical  profession  he  was  a  very  clever  student, 
so  it  is  no  surprise  to  me  to  find  that  he  is  maintaining  that  standard.  To  me  he 
is  not  Dr.  Harrison,  he  is  always  Fred,  and  until  he  gets  somewhat  older  and  less 
useful  and  cheerful  looking  I  shall  continue  to  call  him  Fred.     (Laughter.) 

The  growth  of  the  city  has  made  great  demands  upon  the  hospitals  of  the  city, 
and  ours  has  been  no  exception.  Some  three  years  ago  we  approached  the  prov- 
incial authorities  and  the  city  fathers  with  a  view  to  obtaining  grants  which  would 
enable  us  to  make  the  necessary  extensions.  We  were  received  in  the  most  friendly 
way  by  the  Provincial  Secretary,  Mr.  Goldie,  and  by  His  Worship  the  Alayor.  The 
result  is  quite  apparent.  You  have  seen  the  new  residence  which  has  been  erected 
for  the  Nurses,  and  the  alterations  which  are  going  on. 

While  we  have  obtained  a  good  deal  of  money  from  the  Province  and  from  the 
City,  we  have  not  slackened  our  efforts.  The  Hospital  out  of  its-  sadly  depleted 
funds  has  added  a  large  sum  to  those  two  amounts  and  is  spending  a  tremendous 
amount  of  it  in  the  erection  of  buildings. 

On  behalf  of  the  Board  I  wish  to  thank  His  worship  the  Mayor  and  also  the 
Government  of  the  Province,  through  its  representative,  the  Hon.  Dr.  Monteith, 
the  Provincial  Treasurer,  for  the  splendid  way  in  which  they  came  to  our  assistance. 
(Applause.) 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  seconding  the  motion  for  the  adoption  of  these  Reports.

ADDRESS  BY  PROVINCIAL  TREASURER 

The  Chairman:  We  are  honored  this  afternoon  by  having  with  us  the  Hon- 
orable the  Provincial  Treasurer  and  His  Worship  the  Mayor.  I  shall  ask  Dr. 
Monteith  to  address  us. 

Hon.  J.  D.  Monteith:  Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  it  was  indeed 
very  kind  of  you  to  extend  to  me  an  invitation  to  be  present  at  your  Annual  Meeting. 
I  appreciate  it  very  much  and  accept  with  great  pleasure. 

The  invitation  first  came  some  few  days  ago  from  my  friend,  Mr.  Baird.  "  Now, 
Mr.  Baird,"  I  said,  "I  cannot  promise  you  definitely."  This  week  marks  the  end 
of  our  fiscal  year,  and  fortunately  or  unftjrtunately  I  happen  to  be  idcntitied  with 
the  supervision  of  the  department  which  has  to  do  with  the  looking  after  of  the 
budget — and  your  Secretary  will  know^  what  that  means — so  I  said,  "I  will  not 
promise  you,  but  if  I  can  I  shall  be  pleased  to  come."  It  was  not  very  long  after 
that  that  a  telephone  message  came  into  the  oflfice,  and  I  was  informed  that  Lady 
Hearst  wished  to  speak  to  me.  I  went  to  the  telephone,  and  Lady  Hearst  very 
courteously  requested  that  I  should  come  out  to  your  Annual  Meeting  and  give  a 
little  talk.  I  surrendered  at  once,  and  I  am  here.  (Laughter  and  applause.) 
This  all  goes  to  prove  the  dominating  influence  of  the  ladies;  but  I  am  pleased  to  be 
here,  Mr.  Chairman,  because  I  always  like  to  address  meetings  where  the  ladies 
predominate.  For  some  reason  or  other  it  gives  a  man  more  inspiration,  and  he 
can  generally  get  off  his  best  on  such  an  occasion. 

It  was  a  short  speech  that  I  was  asked  to  deliver,  and  I  am  going  to  be  amen- 
able, and  it  is  a  short  speech  you  are  going  to  hear.  I  was  very  much  interested 
indeed  in  hearing  about  the  administrative  part  of  the  work  of  the  institution  as 
recorded  in  the  reports  and  resolutions.  That  is  very  interesting  to  me,  and  it  is 
very  essential.  I  had  the  opportunity  of  looking  through  your  institution — not 
entirely — but  sufficiently  to  prove  to  me  that  the  whole  institution  is  well  kept. 
It  is  well  equipped,  it  is  well  ventilated,  it  is  well  lighted,  it  is  sanitan,-.  and  it  is 
inviting.  You  may  say,  "How  could  he  learn  all  those  things  in  a  short  time?" 
Well,  for  thirty  years  I  have  been  going  in  and  out  of  hospitals  attending  the  sick, 
and  people  who  do  that  appreciate  these  things  very  quickly. 
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I  congratulate  you  very  sincerely  on  what  you  are  accomplishing  in  this  in- 
stitution. As  I  look  around  outside  I  see  that  you  are  expanding  and  providing 
more  accommodation  for  the  unfortunate — a  wonderful  work  in  any  community, 
whether  it  be  the  City  of  Toronto  or  the  City  of  Stratford,  my  home  town. 

You  are  providing  more  accommodation,  more  conveniences,  possibly  better 
equipment,  and  not  only  that,  but  you  are  not  neglecting  the  comfort  and  the  w-elfare 
and  health  of  that  noble  lady,  the  nurse.  One  cannot  appreciate  too  greatly  the 
value  and  influence  of  the  nurse  in  the  communit}',  especially  among  the  unfortunate 
and  the  suffering.  I  am  glad,  therefore,  to  see  that  her  well-being  is  not  overlooked. 
I  had  no  idea  until  I  came  here  that  you  had  in  the  City  of  Toronto  an  institution 
that  was  doing  such  wonderful  work.  It  impresses  one  with  the  sympathy  of 
humanity. 

It  has  taken  money  to  provide  the  things  that  you  have  furnished,  and  it  will 
take  more  money  to  bring  to  completion  the  work  that  you  are  endeavoring  to 
accomplish.  Almost  every  undertaking  has  its  financial  aspect,  which  is  of  great 
importance,  and  it  is  essential  that  the  finances  should  be  sound.  No  matter  how 
high  your  aims  may  be,  your  undertaking  is  apt  to  fail  if  the  financial  fabric  is  not 
sound.  It  is  apparent  at  a  glance  that  you  are  operating  along  sound  lines.  You 
are  going  no  faster  than  you  are  well  able  to  go,  and  therefore  you  are  attaining  the 
end  in  view,  in  crystallizing  the  noble  sentiment  that  exists  in  the  community. 

I  am  glad  that  you  were  received  cordially  by  the  provincial  government.  Up 
there  w-e  alwaj's  receive  everybody  cordially.  (Laughter  and  applause.)  We  are 
bred  to  that;  we  cannot  help  it.  I  am  pleased  also  to  know  that  you  did  not  forget 
to  visit  the  headquarters  of  the  great  City  of  Toronto,  and  I  am  glad  to  know  that 
the  Mayor  also  welcomed  you  and  responded  in  a  substantial  and  material  way  to 
your  request. 

The  City  of  Toronto  and  the  Province  of  Ontario  did  no  more  than  was  to  be 
expected  of  them.  Is  it  possible,  Mr.  Mayor,  that  some  day  we  may  be  able  to  go 
even  further  along  this  line?     (Applause.) 

The  Province  of  Ontario  is  dispensing  six  or  seven  million  dollars  annually  to 
institutions  similar  to  your  own  for  the  relief  of  the  unfortunate.  I  know  what 
money  is  spent,  and  I  feel  that  they  are  generous,  and  I  know  that  the  honorable 
gentleman  who  presides  over  the  Department  of  the  Provincial  Secretary,  Mr. 
Goldie,  is  most  sympathetic  to  appeals  for  the  relief  of  humanity.  I  know  also 
that  he  requested  the  provincial  government  to  provide  another  million  dollars  to 
afford  extra  accommodation  for  the  unfortunate  of  Ontario.     (Applause.) 

We  have  not  always  the  money  to  do  what  we  would  like  to  do,  but  the  day  may 
come  when  we  will  have.  But  there  again  I  ask  you  what  is  the  use  of  proceeding 
in  advance  of  the  demand  of  sound  financing?  We  hope  as  time  goes  on  that  money 
grants  to  such  hospitals  as  j'-our  own  will  be  annualty  increased. 

I  am  pleased  to  learn  that  the  general  public  is  not  shirking  its  responsibilities 
in  this  regard,  but  is  ably  assisting  by  way  of  private  contributions.  I  think  that 
is  a  capital  idea.  I  do  not  think  it  would  be  wise  for  the  State  to  shoulder  the 
whole  responsibility.  I  think  that  private  individuals  ought  to  have  some  way  of 
expressing  their  sympathy  in  tangible  form.  (Applause.)  I  venture  to  say  that 
every  man  and  every  woman  in  this  city  who  has  contributed  has  received  due 
reward. 

As  time  goes  on  the  .State  is  assuming  more  and  more  of  the  responsibility  of 
looking  after  helpless  people.  I  suppose  that  what  is  true  in  the  county  of  Perth, 
where  I  come  from,  is  true  elsewhere.  We  have  the  Welfare  Nurses,  the  School 
Nurses,  the  Victorian  Order  Nurses  and  the  General  Registry  Nurses,  and  as  a 
result  of  these  Nurses  going  out  among  the  people,  people  are  learning  more  and 
more  how  to  take  care  of  themselves.  Children  are  being  educated  along  these 
lines,  and  the  knowledge  they  gain  when  they  are  young  is  applied  In'  them  when 
they  grow  up. 

Every  year  thousands  of  dollars  are  spent  in  this  Province  under  the  super- 
vision of  Dr.  Godfrey.     And  for  what?     The  prevention  of  disease,  including  the 
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furnishing  of  serums  to  prevent  or  cure  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever,  typhoid  fever,  anfl 
other  diseases.  As  a  consequence,  the  health  of  the  general  i)ul)lic  is  much  better 
than  it  used  to  be,  and  the  natural  span  of  life  has  been  ai)precial)ly  extended. 

Now.  I  am  not  going  to  talk  any  more;  I  have  gone  beyond  my  time.  Once 
more  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  privilege  of  being  with  you  in  this 
wonderful  institution  in  which  you  are  doing  such  wonderful  work.  .My  last  word 
is:  Keep  up  the  good  work.     (Applause.) 

The  Ch.\irmax:  I  am  sure  we  are  greatly  indelHed  to  Dr.  .Monteith  for  his 
sympathetic  address. 


ADDRESS  BY  HIS  WORSHIP  THE  MAYOR 

The  Chairman  :  .\ow  we  are  to  be  favored  by  a  few  remarks  from  His  Worship 
Mayor  Foster. 

His  Worship  the  Mayor:  Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  I  am  glad 
that  you  have  with  you  here  to-day  the  Provincial  Treasurer.  He  is  the  right  man 
in  the  right  place.  I  too  want  to  congratulate  you  upon  the  completion  of  the 
Nurses'  Home.  I  was  here  two  years  ago  and  took  part  in  the  ceremony  at  the 
laving  of  the  corner-stone  of  the  splendid  building  which  is  now  an  accomplished 
fact. 

You  are  making  changes  whereby  you  will  be  able  to  accommodate  more 
patients.  We  too  have  our  problems  that  are  difficult  of  solution — I  do  not  know 
whether  I  should  place  some  of  the  blame  on  the  doctor  or  not — we  have  some 
eighty-seven  patients  to  take  care  of,  some  of  whom  are  incurables.  We  made 
application  to  you,  thinking  the  Board  of  Governors  could  help  us  out,  but  as  has 
been  stated  in  the  report,  you  are  limited  in  your  action,  so  we  have  appointed  a 
committee  to  deal  with  the  matter,  and  I  hope  we  will  be  able  to  do  it  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  public  and  of  the  patients  themselves. 

You  should  be  congratulated  upon  the  splendid  grouping  of  your  buildings, 
your  splendid  lawns  and  shrubbery,  and  the  general  appearance  of  the  entire  in- 
stitution. This  means  a  great  deal  to  the  patients,  and  to  the  public  and  visitors 
who  come  here,  and  is  indicative  of  the  care  which  has  been  taken  to  secure  such 
pleasant  surroundings. 

The  Hon.  Dr.  Monteith  has  told  you  about  Toronto  being  a  great  city.  While 
that  is  so,  Ontario  is  also  a  great  province — the  greatest  province  in  the  Dominion, 
the  wealthiest  province,  the  most  progressi\-e  province,  and  the  one  receiving  the 
greatest  revenue.  I  may  say  that  if  the  City  of  Toronto  were  in  that  position  we 
would  not  ask  any  special  assistance  but  would  try  to  meet  your  requirements  and 
demands  which  are  so  essential.  I  often  wonder  whether  after  a  while  the  city  will 
be  able  to  collect  any  revenue  at  all.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  province  is  handicap- 
ping and  forestalling  us  at  every  turn.  (Laughter.)  I  wonder  how  they  think 
of  so  manv  wavs  of  raising  revenue.  This  year  their  revenue  must  be  SIO.OOO.OOO 
or  $L5,006,000' above  that  of  any  other  year.  How  are  they  going  to  distribute 
that?  I  am  sure  that  the  doctor,'  after  having  been  here  to-day,  knows  where  they 
can  place  some  of  it  to  great  advantage.  (Applause.)  He  is  a  medical  man,  an 
observant  man,  and  he  has  been  through  your  institution  and  knows  the  splendid 
work  you  are  doing.  As  for  the  city,  we  have  never  failed  in  doing  our  part,  even 
though  we  have  had  to  struggle  sometimes  with  high  taxes.  (Applause.)  We  are 
frequently  criticized.  We  are  criticized  if  we  do  not  spend  lots  of  money  when 
people  come  and  make  demands  upon  us,  and  on  the  other  hand  if  the  tax  rate 
goes  up  we  are  criticized.  We  often  wonder  how  it  is  ]Jossible  to  meet  the  various 
viewpoints  of  the  public.  If  a  park  is  wanted,  or  something  else  in  a  certain  district, 
the  people  come  and  demand  it,  entirely  ignoring  the  fact  that  we  have  to  tr>-  to 
keep  the  tax  rate  within  reasonable  bounds.  I  have  often  thought  that  if  we  could 
only  develop  some  gold  mines  or  silver  mines  or  forests  in  the  city,  how  easy  it  would 
be  to  get  revenue.  (Laughter.)  However,  we  have  to  make  the  best  of  the  situa- 
tion as  we  find  it. 
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I  congratulate  you — ami  I  am  sure  tiiat  those  who  take  part  in  the  work  are 
to  be  more  than  congratulated — upon  the  sacrifices  which  they  make  and  the  fn- 
terest  which  they  take  in  this  great  institution,  and  their  realization  of  what  it 
means  to  those  who  are  not  able  to  hel])  tliemselves.  If  it  were  not  for  those  oi 
you  who  are  here  to-day,  what  would  these  people  do?  Someone  has  to  make 
the  sacrifice.  You  are  doing  it,  and  doing  it  nobly,  a  fact  that  I  have  no  doubt  is 
ai)preciated  by  those  who  are  dependent  upon  you.  The  interest  of  the  reverend 
gentlemen  in  a  work  of  this  kind  means  a  great  deal  to  the  patients,  and  the  visitors 
here  all  know  that  those  who  administer  spiritually  give  their  best  attention  and 
assist  as  far  as  possible  to  make  life  better  for  those  who  are  unfortunate. 

I  hope  the  good  w^ork  w-ill  go  on,  that  you  will  not  lag  in  your  duty  and  respon- 
sibility. You  have  not  done  so  in  the  past,  and  I  am  sure  you  will  not  do  so  in  the 
future. 

You  have  lost  three  or  four  of  your  splendid  workers.  I  am  sure  their  loss  is 
a  real  one  and  causes  real  sorrow;  but  I  am  just  as  sure  that  someone  will  come 
forward  and  fill  those  places  and  help  to  carry  on  this  work  in  the  future  as  it  has 
been  carried  on  in  the  past. 

I  hope  that  next  year  you  will  have  more  representative  public  men  present, 
so  that  they  may  learn  of  the  work  that  is  being  carried  on  and  become  sympathetic 
towards  it.  It  means  a  great  deal  to  you  to-day  to  have  with  you  a  representative 
of  the  provincial  government,  for  I  am  sure  that  he  will  do  a  great  deal  for  you  in 
the  time  to  come.     (Applause.) 

The  Chairman:  His  Worship  is  always  a  sympathetic  friend,  and  he  has 
struck  a  chord  that  we  have  had  on  our  scale  for  some  time.  We  want  to  get  men 
in  public  positions  to  visit  our  hospital.  We  know  that  everyone  who  comes  here 
and  sees  the  patients  and  what  is  being  done  for  them  goes  away  an  enthusiastic 
friend. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  extensions  that  are  at  present  being  made  will  be  completed 
this  year.  Then  w-e  want  all  our  friends  to  come  and  bring  their  friends  with  them 
to  see  what  we  have  to  provide  accommodation  and  comfort  for  our  patients. 

There  is  one  item  in  Miss  Groat's  report  to  which  I  wish  to  call  attention 
particularly,  namely,  a  deficiency  of  over  §8,000  on  our  working  budget  for  the  past 
year.  We'  hope  our  good  friends  who  have  been  so  generous  in  the  past  will  con- 
tinue to  be  generous,  even  more  generous,  and  will  influence  their  friends  to  become 
our  friends. 

We  thank  vou  all  very  much  for  fax'oring  us  with  ^-our  presence  this  afternoon.

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REPORT  OF  THE  GRANT  MACDONALD  TRAINING 
SCHOOL  FOR  NURSES 

W  e(lncs(l;i\ ,  June  22ni\,  \*>2~ 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies,  Gentlemen  and  Members  of  ihe  Grudualinjj  Class, — 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Report  of  the  TraininR  School  for 

Nurses  for  the  years  192(i-1927. 

In  1903  the  Training  School  was  organized  and  a  two  year  course  in  the  Theory 
and  Practice  of  Nursing  was  given.  In  HlOtj  a  Post  Graduate  Course  was  arranged — 
this  being  optional.  In  1910  the  Afliliated  Course  of  one  year  was  entered  into. 
The  Students  now  spend  the  Intermediate  Year  at  Bellevue  and  Allied  Hosjjitals, 
New  York  City,  getting  two  months  each  on  the  following  services: — Acute  Medical, 
Surgery,  Pediatrics,  Obstetrics,  OjxTating  Room,  and  ()ut  Patients'  Department 
or  Emergenc3\ 

Our  students  in  the  Junior  an<l  Senior  Years  have  the  ad\'anlage  of  the  Central- 
ized Lecture  Course  at  the  Toronto  University  with  one  month's  practical  experience 
in  Public  Health,  and  a  Course  in  Massage,  as  well  as  the  instruction  given  in  the 
Training  School. 

The  Teaching  and  Supervising  Staff  is  composed  of  Miss  Hiscocks,  Instructress; 
Miss  Delany,  Head  Supervisor,  who  assists  with  the  Teaching;  Miss  Coulter,  B.A., 
Dietitian,  who  gives  a  Course  in  Dietetics  and  Invalid  Cookery;  and  three  other 
Graduate  Supervisors. 

The  Nursing  Staff  consists  of  22  i)upil  nurses,  8  probationers,  S  graduate  nurses, 
who  help  with  the  supervising  of  the  wards  and  nursing  care,  and  29  graduate  and 
practical  nurses,  who  help  w'ith  the  routine  ward  work  and  care  of  the  patients. 
We  have  10  pupils  in  affiliation  at  Fordham  Hospital,  New  York  City. 

For  3^ears  we  have  been  hampered  by  lack  of  accommodation  for  our  nurses 
and  it  was  not  until  our  Waiting  List  for  patients  demanded  an  extension  that  we 
began  to  hope  for  increased  accommodation  for  the  nurses.  For  convenience,  it 
was  decided  that  the  present  Nurses'  Residence  was  to  be  converted  into  a  wing 
for  the  patients  and  a  new^  residence  built  for  the  nurses.  With  the  completion  of 
this  building,  there  will  be  accommodation  for  about  100  nurses,  which  will  care 
for  the  additions  to  the  nursing  staff  that  will  be  necessary  with  the  increased  bed 
capacity  of  the  Hospital. 

Of  our  Nursing  Staff  I  cannot  speak  too  highly.  The  character  of  the  service 
is  so  different  from  a  general  hospital,  where  the  recovery  of  the  patients  and  the 
appreciation  of  the  public  act  as  a  stimuli.  Our  nurses  have  no  such  satisfaction. 
To  make  the  affliction  a  little  less,  to  try  to  attract  a  smile,  to  relieve  in  a  greater 
or  less  degree  the  hopeless  future  of  so  many  unfortunates,  is  the  daily  task  of  our 
Staff.  As  you  go  through  the  wards,  you  will  see  the  result  of  these  efforts  and  will 
agree  with'me,  I  am  sure,  that  it  requires  an  unlimited  amount  of  optimism,  re- 
sourcefulness as  well  as  something  big  in  the  make-up  (personality)  to  make  a 
success  of  this  work. 

I  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  the  nurses'  appreciation  of  the  ser\Mces 
of  Dr.  Harrison,  our  House  Physician,  and  of  thanking  the  Members  of  the  Medical 
Board  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Management  for  their  advice  and  sui)port  in 
the  many  difflculties  that  arise  from  time  to  time. 

To  the  Graduates  of  to-day,  I  would  just  like  to  say  that  we  shall  miss  you. 
You  will  be  timid  at  taking  the  first  step  alone,  but  as  long  as  you  uphold  the  tradi- 
tions and  honor  of  your  profession,  you  may  depend  on  you  Alma  Mater  to  stand 
behind  you.  I  trust  that  the  years  you  have  spent  with  us  will  leave  nothing  but 
happy  memories  for  you  and  that  you  will  continue  to  imi)n.\-e  your  tinx-  and 
become  even  more  useful  in  the  years  to  come.
